“A reference to any State office 
or body does not in any way affect 
or minimize our primary duty.”

Shifrin issued this statement as 
Edwin E. Huffman, president of 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers, was denying police dissatis- 
faction with the failure of grand 
juries to act in slot machine cases, 

In commenting Friday night on 
reports that no indictments had 
yet been returned in seizure of 
slot machines this year, Huffman 
said the failure of grand juries 
to act was “very dise raging * 40 
police, handicapping thee n their 
éffort to suppress gambling. To- 
day, however, Huffman denied to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that po- 
lice were discouraged, addifig that 
he had no intention of criticising 
grand juries or prosecuting offi- 
cials. 

Shifrin and Thomas F. Muldoon, 
the other board members, are un- 
derstood to have expressed sur- 
prise at Huffman’s origina) state- 
ment regarding police discourage- 
ment. Circuit Attorney Thomas 
C. Hennings Jr. today telephoned 
Police Chief James J. Mitchell and 
pointedly asked if he had any 
complaint regarding the Circuit 
Attorney's prosecution of slot-ma- 
chine cases. The police chief re- 
plied that he had no complaint. 

“We're going to bear down on 
this thing.” Muldoon said today. 
“Our job is to get the gambling 
machines. Whether the cases are 
won or lost in court after that 
should not interfere with perfor- 
mance of our own duty, which is 
clear.”

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 8 (AP). 
—The executive board of the Unit- 
ed Steel Workers of America re- 
solved today to reopen 1300 collec- 
itive bargaining contracts and ask 
for wage increases in excess of the 
Little Steel Formula for the na- 
tion’s 900,000 steel workers. 

Philip Murray, president of both 
the USWA and the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations, said “one 
may assume” that similar wage 
requests from al] other CIO unions 
will follow. 

The executive board's resolution 
marked the opening of a drive to 
‘break the Little Steel Formula} 
which the executive board said 
has imposed an “unfair burden” 
during a period of increasing liv- 
ing costs. 
“Workers Have Borne Burden.” 

“The United Steel Workers of 
America has consistently support- 
ed the program designed to achieve 
stabilization of our national econ- 


omy through effective price con- 
trol, rationing, equitable taxation 
and a stabilization of wages and 


the effective prosecution of the 
war,” the resolution said. 

“While the wages have been 
frozen, the other portions of the 


program have been ignored, there- 


by laying the basis for inflation. 


As a result of this failure it has 


been the workers solely who have 


borne the intreased burdens re- 


sulting from these conditions.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (AP).— 
Stephen Weinberg, 50 years old, 
who had pleaded: guilty to charges; 
of conspiring to violate the Selec- 
tive Service Act, was sentenced to 
seven years in prison—to be fol- 
lowed by five years on probation— 
and fined $17,500 by United States 
District Judgs Murray Hulbert 
today. 

Weinberg, in pleading to seven 
indictments several weeks ago, 
admitted he had maintained head- 
quarters in a mid-town hotel 
where he instructed prospective in- 
ductees, for fees ranging from $200 
to $2000, to feign mental incom- 
petence and thus escape military 
service. 
Known to authorities as “the 
great impersonator,” Weinberg 
has brushed with law enforce- 
ment agencies for many years.

LONDON, Nov. 8 (AP).—In one 
of ‘the most disastrous air attacks 
on England in months, a single 
German plane Domped a London 
suburban district last night, 
wrecking a crowded dance hall 
and causing Many casualties. 

A witness described the scene 
as “like a battlefield” with the 
dead and injured lying in streets 
littered with broken ‘glass, tim- 
bers and ‘bricks, Two emergency 
mortuaries were set up. 

The bodies of .many dancers 
were recovered from the wreck- 
age of the dance hall. Many of 
the couples: were Allied service 
men and their girl: friends, It 
was not immediately known 
whether any American ' soldiers 
were at the hall, a popular rende- 
vous for service men. 

The German raider swooped 
and dropped his explosives just 
as hundreds: were pouring into the 
streéts from three theaters adja- 
cent to the dance hall. A single 
bomb crashed: through the second 
floor hall into a basement restau- 
rant. A whole block of buildings 
was damaged. 

All through the night rescue 
workers toiled among the debris 
to reach those trapped while 
hundreds waited anxfously for 
news of relatives and friends. 
One man alone rescued 32 per- 
sons.

HEADQUARTERS IN SOUTH- 
ERN ITALY, Nov. 8 (AP).—King 
Vittorio Emanuele, Italy’s mon- 
arch for 21 years of Fascism, ap- 
parently has saved his throne for 
the moment, but few are willing 
to bet that he can hold on to the 


crown after Rome is freed, 

The best information is that the 
King has won a temporary re- 
prieve from his opponents on the 
ground that a political truce is 
necessary until Rome is liberated 
and other political leaders can 
have a voice in the Government. 

The King’s grandson, the 6-year- 
old Prince of Naples, previously 
had been mentioned as a possible 
successor to the throne after po- 
litical leaders were said to have 
refused to come into a coalition 
government unless the King abdi- 
cated. ’ 

Count Carlo Sforza, pre-Fascist 
Foreign Minister, now is believed 
to be willing to give Premier Pie- 
tro Badoglio “parallel collabora- 
tion” and will not, it is under- 
stood, stand in the way of any 
of his own supporters taking Cab- 
inet posts in a ‘“‘patchwork” com- 
promise cabinet. 

Won’t Enter Cabinet. 

Sforza, himself, however, is stil! 
determined to stay out of the Cab 
inet while the King is in power, 
but is willing to hold back hig ab- 
dication demand until more of It- 
aly is free, it is said. 

Members of the six-party Nation- 
al Front Committee in Naples are 
also said to be willing to have 
some of its members take Cabinet 
posts under Badoglio, but on con- 
dition that the political truce is 
only temporary. 

Sforza, incidentally, may also 
meet troubles of his own after 
more of Italy is freed. Although he 
has been recognized tentatively as 
a political leader, it is pointed out 
that there are underground lead- 
ers who risked, their lives under 
the Blackshirts for 20 years and 
resent the fact that Sforza, al- 
though anti-Fascist, lived in safety 
outside the country for two dec- 
ades. 

King Eats Black Bread. 

It’ was disclosed today that 
when Vittorio Emanuele was in 
Naples last week he chatted for 
more than an hour with Col. 
Edgar Hume of Frankfort, Ky., 
chief officer of the American mili- 
tary government in the Naples 
district, who said “not one word’ 
of politics” was discussed, 

Hume said the monarch sum- 
moned him to his villa. The King 
questioned him closely about food 
conditions in Naples, he added, 
and éxpressed gratification that 
AMG was getting some white 
bread to the Italians. 

“We still are eating brown 
bread in my family,” he quoted 
the King as saying. 

Describing his escape from 
Rome at the time of the Italian 
armistice the King told how he 
fled the capital at dawn in an 
automobile “with no clothes ex- 
cept those I was wearing,” Hume 
reported, 

Hume was in charge of all 
American hospitals in Italy dur- 
ing the last war and was dec- 
orated by the King in 1915. 


GERMANS REALIZE THE WAR 
IS LOST, SAYS THOMAS MANN 


CHICAGO, Nov. 8 (AP).—The 
great majority of the German peo- 
ple realize’ the war is already lost 
to them and prefer to surrender 
to the Western Powers to escape 
the revenge of the Russians, 
Thomas Mann, German author and 
exile said last night. 

“The Germans already are aton- 
ing for their sins,” he declared at 
the seventeenth triennial conven- 
tion of the National Council of 
Jewish women. 

He predicted Hitler will be mur- 
dered and lost within the abyss of 
a revolution within a year. The 
Moscow pact, he said, made a deep 
impression in Germany because it 
shattered their hopes for a split 
among the Allies. The author said 
Germany, on an economic basis 
alone, probably could stand a year, 
but added the German realization 
of defeat would probably overcome 
this.

GERMANS LOSE NEARLY 
6000 PLANES IN YEAR ON 
MEDITERRANEAN FRONT 


ALLIED, HEADQUARTERS, 
Algiers, Nov. 8 (AP), 


YEAR of war against the 
North African air forces in 
this war theater has cost 
the German air force nearly 
6000 planes—half destroyed in 
aerial combat and the rest in 
bombings of their bases, Allied 
announcement said yesterday.

NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (AP). — 
Broadcasting on the eve of the 
first anniversary of the Allied 
landings in North Africa, Lt. Gen. 
Jacob. L. Devers, commander of 
the European theater of opera- 
tions, United States Army, said 
last night, “Before us now lies the 
main assault for which we are 


massing man power and equip- 
ment in accordance with thought- 
fully planned world strategy.” 

In an NBC program on which 
Secretary of War Henry L Stim- 
son and Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Allied commander in chief 
in the Mediterranean, were also 
heard, Devers called the past year’s 
operations “the prelude to that 
great day of final victory.” The 
principals spoke from Algiers, 
London and Washington. 

“This is the crucial moment in 
the history of the world,” Devers 
added. “We cannot falter. If we 
relax our efforts or try to escape 
the sacrifices necessary to vic- 
tory, that victory may recede a 
long way into the future.” 

Eisenhower told the people of 
the United Nations, “You continue 
to produce more and more effec- 
tively and speedily and we'll con- 
tinue to increase the fury of our 
blows at the enemy.” 

Saying the forces under his 
command “embrace the opportu- 
nity to hail the power and gal 
lantry of the great Red Army,” 
Eisenhower pledged “the Russian

B. M.. Jewell, chairman of the 
rail employes wage conference 
committee, called the recommen- 
dations “entirely unsatisfactory.” 

“We consider the proposals to be 
entirely unsatisfactory, and that 
they would destroy our whole 
wage structure built up through 
the years; the recommendations 
do not resolve our difficulties at 
all,” Jewell said. 

George M. Harrison, president of 
the Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks, said the scale of wages 
would be “unacceptable.” 

The 15 unions affected, repre- 
senting railroad workers who do 
not actually run trains or engines, 
are now taking a strike vote. 
They also are relying on a con- 
gressional] resolution to enforce an 
earlier award providing for an 
eight-cent increase all around, 

Originally the men had asked 
for a straight boost of 20 cents an 
hour, Vinson vetoed the eight- 
cent award, which the carriers 
had accepted. 

The presently proposed increase, 
effective on regular payrolls Nov. 
19, would be retroactive to Feb. 1. 

News of the presidential board’s 
report was received while Jewell 
and Harrison were appearing as 
witnesses before a Senate Inter- 
state Commerce subcommittee 
considering the resolution to get 
congressional approval of the flat 
eight-cent increase. 

In response to a question by 
Senator Reed (Rep.), Kansas, act- 
ing subcommittee chairman, Jewell 
said the new recommendations 
would have “no bearing whatever” 
on the unions’ support of the reso- 
lution. 

Calling attention to the

Constitutionality of Act

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP).— 
Changing its mind again, the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee voted today to boost the liquor 
tax to $10 a gallon against a pres- 
ent tax of $6. The $10 tax would 
mean $2.50 a quart, or 12.5 cents a 
drink for 100 proof liquor, figuring 
80 drinks to the gallon. 

Off again and on again on the 
liquor levy, the committee pre- 
viously had jumped the tax to $10, 
cut it back to $8, and now has put 
it at $10 again, 

By the 661-3 per cent jump the 
committee expects to obtain 487 
million dollars additional revenue 
annually. Today’s action raising 
the rate from $8 to $10 put about 
$243 million into the new general 
revenue measure, jumpin the 
total in the bill to about $2,250,- 
000,000, against an Administration 
request for $10,500,000,080. 

Committee members said they 
hoped to report the new revenue 
bill to the House by Thursday, 
with debate to begin on the floor 
probably next Monday.

Conferees Disagree on 
Stripping McNutt of 
Authority Over Selec- 


tive Service. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 8 (AP).— 
The first meeting of Senate and 
House conferees on legislation to 
delay the further drafting of pre- 
Pearl Harbor fathers ended in a 
deadlock today. 

The conference broke up after 
failure te reach agreement on a 
House provision atripping War 
Manpower Commission Chairman 
Paul V. McNutt of authority over 
the Selective Service, Senator 
Johnson (Dem.), Colorado, re- 
ported. 

“We never got around to the 
provision in the House bill that 
would put fathers at the bottom of 
the draft list,” Johnson said, “be- 
cause the Senate conferees would 
not agree to the provision that 
would direct the President to dele- 
gate all Selective Service authority 
to Maj. Gen. L. B. Hershey. 

“Some of the Senators took the 
position that this provision would 
remove any authority the Presi- 
dent now hag over Selective Serv- 
ice.’ 

No one knew when a second 
conference would be held. 

Two separate approaches to the 
common goal of ielieving the drain 
on family heads confronted mem- 
bers of Senate and House military 
committees as they met to try to 
agree on legislation that awaits 
an uncertain fate at the White 
House. 

With Administration support, 
the Senate substituted for a bill 
by Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, to halt the drafting of pre- 
Pearl Harbor fathers this year a 
measure tightening restrictions on 
the deferment of nonfathers in 
Government and industry. 

The House rewrote the bill to 
provide a formula for inductions 
on a nationwide quota basis under 
a series of categories by which 
single men and childless married 
men would be taken before parents, 
but left in a provision calling for 
establishment of a medical com- 
mission to decide whether physical 
standards can be lowered to per- 
mit inductions of thousands of non- 
fathers now classified 4-F.

s THEIR WAY OUT OF 
GEORGIA. PRISON 


Kill One Guard, Wound 
Another—Seize Pass- 
ing Autos for Getaway 
—Two Recaptured. 


DOUGLAS, Ga., Nov. 8 (AP). 
Eleven long-term convicts blasted 
their way out of the Douglas prison 
camp with shotguns yesterday, fa- 
tally wounding one guard, shooting 
another, and forcing motorists at 
gun-point to surrender automo- 
biles in the getaway. 

Clarence Cox, 57 years old, of 
Camilla, Ga., died of wounds today 
at Douglas Hospital. He fired on 
the convicts at the start of the 
break. One of the convicts re- 
turned the fire, striking Cox in 
the stomach with buckshot. 

State Highway Patrolmen caught 
two of the men in nearby Alma, 
Ga., shortly afterward as they 
scrambled from an automobile, 
Four others in the group, all heave 
ily armed, fled into woods. 

It was the second mass Sunday 
break from Georgia prison camps 
in two weeks. Fourteen convicts 
fled the Cartersville camp Oct. 24, 
Two more escaped the next day. 

At Alma, Police Chief L. W. 
Wildes said the pair held in jail 
were “Wild Bill” Byrd, described 
as ‘leader of the break, and J. W. 
Razell, both about 22 years old. 
Wildes said one of the four who 
fled into the woods had been 
wounded by guards at Douglas. 

The second guard who was 
wounded is Melvin Clements, shot 
in both feet. He is in Douglas 
Hospital. 

Warden C. H. Shaw, of the Doug- 
las camp, gave this description of 
the escape: 

Byrd, using his trusty privilege, 
strode into the prison office and 
picked up a gun, levelling it at 
seven or eight persons in the room. 
Other convicts then entered, seized 
seven shotguns and all available 
ammunition. 

The convicts ordered Cox to drop 
his gun but, instead, Cox fired. 
One of the prisoners returned the 
fire, atriking Cox, 

Once out of the prison, the con- 
victs stole three autos and sped 
northward along the rain-swept 
highways. Three were forced to 
abandon their stolen car after it 
developed a flat tire. Later the 
trio seized two more automobiles, 
forcing the occupants to get out.

De Visdelou was not permitted 
to quote from the conversation,

He told of driving Miss Roberts 
home about five minutes to three. 

“I went back home and parked 
the car in the same place, by the 
steps leading to my apartment,” 
he continued, “I removed the key 
and went into the kitchen of the 
main house for a drink.”

DE MARIGNY PRINT 
NOT FROM SCREEN, 
EXPERT TESTIFIES

the International Association. for 
jJdentification. 

“The proper method for intro- 
ducing fingerprints in court,” he 
declared, “is by photographs show- 
ing the location of the print and 
the background from which it 
came. I never heard of a case 
where a lifted print was produced 
in court.” 

He was attacking a fingerprint 
in evidence. which Capt. James O. 
Barker of the Miami police testi- 
fied was lifted onto adhesiver ub- 
ber from a bedscreen which stood 
in the death room. 

Barker has admitted that he can- 
not point to the exact spot on the 
acreen from which the print came. 

O’Neil said he has dusted latent 
prints in good condition after a 
dozen years in his office. 

The bedscreen was opened in the 
courtroom. 

“IT examined the top six inches 
of panel five Oct. 28,” the expert 
said, “and found evidence of two 
lifted prints, both at the extreme 
top of the panel. 

“I saw no evidence of other lifts 
on the top six inches.” 

Barker said to the best of his 
recollection, he lhfted the print in 
evidence from the top six inches 
of the panel. 

Photographs of the print were 
brought out, and Higgs pointed to 
three circles which show in the 
picture. These circles have been 
stressed by the defense in sug- 
gesting that the print actually did 
not come from the screen. 

“These circles were caused by a 
definite background,” said O'Neil. 

“Have you examined panel five 
to see whether there is any back- 
ground corresponding to these 
circles?” asked Higgs. 

“T have examined the panel, and 
find no area which would produce. 
such a background, It is not pos- 
rible that the circles were caused 
by moist areas on the object from 
which the print was lifted.” 

“If caused, by moisture on a 
vertical surface,” O'Neil declared, 
“it would not be a true circle as 
shown in the photographs. 

“Powder would affect the de- 
velopment of a latent print and 
lifting would not give a true pat- 
tern because of distortion by the 
moisture as pressed by the lifter.” 

Dr. Oberwarth, now _ district 
medical officer at the Bahamas 
Hospital, was the Bahamas prison 
physician July 9, the day of de 
Marigny’s arrest. 

He was the first witness of the 
fourth, and probably the final, 
week of the trial. 

Dr. Oberwarth testified that he 
examined de Marigny’s body at the 
prison July 10, and found no 
signs of burned or singed hairs or 
of reddening of the skin. 

“If three out of every 10 hairs 
had been affected by the heat,” 
asked Associate Defense Counsel 
W. E. A. Callender, “would you 
have observed them with a naked 
eye examination?” 

“If they actually were burned, I 
believe I would have,” said Ober- 
warth, emphasizing that “I made 
my examination with the naked 
eye.” 

Attorney General Eri¢ Hallinan 
brought out that Oberwarth saw 
no burned hairs on the defendant’s 
hands. 

Defense witnesses have said he 
burned his hands while lighting 
hurricane lamps at a dinner party 
July 7. 

“I stated in Magistrate’s Court,” 
Oberwarth explained, “that it is 
possible for burned hairs to es- 
cape detection with the naked eye 
unless they are present in lage 
numbers. 

“A proper examination is one 
made with a microscope or magni- 
fying glass.” 

The physician said he never be- 
fore had been asked to examine a 
prisoner for burned hairs, and 
thus did not use visual aids. 

“How long would the effect of 
heat on hairs last?” asked Chief 
Justice Daly. 

“Tight curling would last about 
three days,” said Dr, Oberwarth. 

He said he did not know how 
long other signs would be visible.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP).— 
At noon tomorrow the White 
House will be host to 44 interna- 
tional delegates- as they sign an 
agreement for the first United Na- 
tions project to deal with want fol- 
lowing World War II.

Post-Dispatch reporters, who be-

assumed .in the current distribu- 

tion. 

Senator Clark to Seek $500 Tax on 
Gamb Machines. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Sen- 
ator Bennett C, Clark of Missouri, 
commenting on the Post-Dispatch’s 
disclosure of the concentration of 
gambling machines in three of St. 
Louis’ 12 police districts, an- 
nounced today that he would make 
a fight in the Senate to increase 
the Federal tax on slot machines 
to at least $500 per machine. 

“I'd really like to see a tax of 
$1000 for each slot machine to 
drive them out of business,” said 
Senator Clark. “Two years ago 
I proposed such a levy in the tax 
bill, and it came up in the Finance 
Committee, where there was sharp 
opposition. They beat me on the 
floor that year,® largely due to 
the opposition of a Nevada Con- 
gressman, who pointed out that 
such gambling is legal in his State, 
and argued that states’ rights 
should not be impaired. 

“Well, we did succeed in raising 
the Federal tax on the one-armed 
bandits to $100, and this year I’m 


going to do my best to make it at 


least $500, or as high as I can| 
get the others to agree to. 

“My idea is to make the Fed- 
eral tax so high that it will make 
the racket unprofitable, or at least 
will make slot machines stick out 
like sore thumbs in the cities and 
states that tolerate them. 
seen them in state after state, 
operating in violation of state 
and municipal law, and the local 
enforcement authorities usually 
don't interfere with them.” 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee now has under consid- 
eration the new tax bill, and when 
it is sent to the Senate, Senator 
Clark said, he will seek to amend 
it to provide forthe high Federal 
tax on slot machines. With the 
tax listed as an “excise” levy, the 
amendment would be referred to 
the Senate Finance Committee, 
where Senator Clark’s influence is 
strong. Senator Clark said that.

machines by his office in prepara- 
tion for the grand jury inquiry 
which will begin tomorrow. He 
summoned members of his staff 
to a conference this afternoon at 
which ,past procedures were to be 
reviewed and the agenda prepared 
for furthering the investigation. 

The Circuit Attorney said he 
did not agree with a statement 
attributed to a member of 
his staff that, as a practical 
matter, prosecution ought not to 
be undertaken unless there was 
available proof that a gambling 
machine was actually in use and 
that it automatically paid off in 
coins. 

This view had been expressed 
because of the teluctance of 
juries to convict unless these ele- 
ments of proof were present. “I 
think it is stultifying to be bound 
by what juries may have done in 
the past, or even by what they 
may do in the future,” Hennings 


said, 

“This office is going to initiate 
prosecutions, by information or by 
grand jury indictments, whenever 
the evidence indicates that there 
has been a violation of the law,” 
Hennings declared, 

Checking Seized Machines. 

The Circuit Attorney’s office is 
now checking the police list of 8&4 
gambling machines seized so far 
this year to determine what dis- 
position was made of them when 
they were presented by the police 
for prosecution. Hennings said 
some 35 cases have been prepared 
for presentation to the present 
grand jury. 

In one recent instance, only last 
Saturday, police reported a -Wwar- 
rant had been refused by the Cir- 
cuit Attorney's office because of 
insufficient evidence. That case 
related to a machine seized after 
it had been disconnected and cov- 
ered with cloth. Hennings said 
today, however, the case was still 
under consideration. 

A somewhat similar case was to 
be presented to the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office today by police. It

m| avenue. It had been put behind a 


partition in the rear of the shop, 
and was not in operation. After 
the Post-Dispatch inquiry began 
last week the McCall firm sent 
word to all who had its machines 
to get them out of sight and out 
of operation. 

The Post-Dispatch learned today 
that the McCall collectors, “Gus” 
and “Willie,” who told persons 
where McCall gambling machines 
were installed that part of the 
money they deducted from receipts 
was for “police protection,” are to 
be questioned by Police Inspector 
Maurice Mulcahy. 

Mulcahy plans also to question 
Andrew McCall, proprietor of the 
concern, which has acquired a vir- 
tual monopoly in the operation 
here of Federally licensed gam- 
bling slot machines. 

These three, presumably, will be 
among the witnesses summoned 
to appear before the grand jury, 
which, Circuit Attorney Hennings

Bert E. Fenenga, Cleveland’s 
ailing coach, thinks tonight’s foot- 
ball game with Roosevelt at the 
Public Schools Stadium is so im- 
portant that he plans watching 
the game sitting in his car on 
the sidelines, instead of remaining 
abed, as a sick man should.

Whether the war in Europe ends Jan. 1 or is still raging at this 
time in 1944, there ig going to be a “new Europe” after some of the 
most dramatic political maneuvering in history. 

When the cease-firing order comes, jubilation over the end of 
killing will be tempered by stark realization that tremendous eco- 
nomic and political difficulties still remain. 


There are my impressions after 
seven months of watching the war 
from this neutral observation post. 


In Sweden, where the town of 
Malmoe is a $31, two-hour plane 
flight from Berlin, I’ve talked to 
people from Europe, people with 
close contacts in Germany and oc- 
cupied territory. The most diffi- 
cult job is to sift fact from ru- 
mor. 


Accurate information seeps out 
of Germany slowly. German 
agents constantly “plant” propa- 
ganda, sometimes contradictory. 


Although it costs only 85 cents 
to telephone Berlin from Stock- 
holm, there’s no possibility of 
checking rumors with Propaganda 
Minister Paul Joseph Goebbels or 
Dr. Paul Schmidt, mouthpiece of 
the Wilhelmstrasse, even if they'd 
be inclined to talk. And Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop 
isn’t accepting calls to discuss 
Germany's diplomatic moves to 
split the Allies. 


Question of Morale. 


When the war will end Is the 
most important question. The an- 
swer boils down to how long Ger- 
man morale—military and civilian 
—can stand losing the war. Goeb- 
bels continues to pepper his home 
front with victory propaganda, al- 
though it’s been dulled by repeat- 
ed setbacks. 

He frightens the Germans with 
horror stories about the fate 
awaiting them if the Allies win. 


Morale and defeatism are acute 
problems, or Gestapo Chief Hein- 
rich Himmler wouldn’t be wielding 
the iron fist with such death- 
dealing force. Nevertheless, the 
nation which spent six years gird- 
ing for war and then enjoyed 
three years of overwhelming vic- 
tory, isn’t likely to fold up com- 
pletely in one year. 

The war could end by ‘Christ- 
mas—if the Germans could obtain 
an arbitrated peace. 

The Nazis not only spread 
rumors about an arbitrated peace 
but keep the subject alive in 
talks. One gauleiter in Austria 
said recently “the Fuehrer is fol- 
lowing the policy founded on con- 
crete realities, not prestige.” 

Concrete reality for Hitlerite 
Germany today is to try to avoid 
an unconditional surrender. 

One German industrialist who 
visited Sweden recently said: 

“If the home front holds and 
war production doesn’t lag too 
much, we presumably can con- 
tinue the war beyond our borders 
for at least 18 months. 

“If we can repel the first inva- 
sion, we should be able to obtain 
a fair (arbitrated) peace for Ger- 
many, but not for the Third Reich 
(Nazism).” 

“How will Germany crack? 
Which will come first—the army 
surrender or the home front col- 
lapse? 

Either or both 
occur tomorrow. 
cause military discipline on the 
whole is still first rate. The Army 
is still fighting outside the Reich 
and Nazi leaders are still in abso- 
lute control of the wobbly home 
front. 


Slowdowns, Mutinies. 

But German workmen do whis- 
per to foreign workers in war 
plants, “Go slow! Go slow!” Five 
men do the work of one. Germans 
are executed for their defeatist at- 
titude. 

German soldiers try to organize 
mutinies in the Army, desert rath- 
er than go to the Eastern front. 
They tell French prisoners they 
can’t hold out after March. Two 
hundred members of submarine 
crews, stationed in Norway, are 
imprisoned for pacatecege to take 
their U-boats to sea. ne report 
says an entire U-boat crew was 
shot as an example to men who 
disobey. 

Poor food, lack of clothing, 
crowded quarters due to the bomb- 
ing irk nearly seven million home- 
less people. 

Those are positive signs of bad 
morale. But there are just as posi- 
tive signs that the Gestapo and SS 
still are in control and that mil- 
lions of Germans are still support- 
ing the war. 

Nevertheless, morale is Ger- 
many’s vulnerable spot and it may 
burst all bounds if the bombing 
and war pressure are extended to 
many parts of Germany — from 
Britain, Italy and Russia — com- 
bined with multiple setbacks on 
the military fronts. Such a situa- 
tion could crack the most rigorous 
Himmler controls. 


Army vs. Nazis. 


If the German crackup doesn’t 
start until the Army generals see 
their military position is hopeless, 
they may not only demand peace 
but launch a putsch to crush Na- 
tional Socialism. 

Himmler anticipates such a pos- 
sibility and is prepared to wage 
civil war if necessary to maintain

There are 
even recent reports that he now 
controls the air force. 

This internal strife for power 
between the Reich’s_ strongest 
groups—the Army and the party 
—is another of Germany’s soft 
spots. 

Virtually all Germans are linked 
with those two groups in one way 
or another. Dissension was seen 
recently in Denmark, where the 
soldiers defied the Gestapo and 
helped some Danes to escape to 
Sweden, 

Other weaknesses in Germany’s 
inner armor lie among eight mil- 
lion foreign workers awaiting the 
day of rebellion and opposition 
from the growing underground ele- 
ments, not only in Germany but in 
the occupied countries. 

An even more dangerous weak- 
ness will develop when its day of 
reckoning comes. That is a lack 
of capable leadership for a new 
Germany. 

The Nazis have killed or im- 
prisoned the opposition leaders of 
1933 and have taken great pains to 
see that no leader has been able 
to develop since. The Catholic 
Church is the strongest non-Nazi 
organization able to function 
openly, 

When the showdown comes, it 
appears that one of the Generals— 
perhaps Marshal Walther von 
Brauchitsch, who has been in fre- 
quent conference with Goering and 
Marshal Fritz von Mannstein—will 
be the Reich’s “Badoglio,” if there 
is any leadership at all. 

While the Germans now fight for 
an arbitrated peace, there are at 
least four different motives. The 
Nazis want to save some remnants 
of National Socialism and keep 
their own fat jobs; the military 
men and Junkers want to preserve 
the Army’s honor and reputation; 
the ordinary German merely wants 
to save his skin; business and in- 
dustry claims to favor preserva- 
tion of national honor by replace- 
ment of present leaders with less 
egotistical and more democratic 
Germans. 

If the Germans fail to win an 
arbitrated peace, the home front 
collapses and the Army sees de- 
feat staring it in the face without 
being able to gain control, look 
for a wave of Nazi barbarism that 
will make their crimes at Naples 
and Lidice and in other war zones 
like misdemeanors, Party 
henchmen with “war criminal” 
labels over their heads will battle 
to the last for they have all to 
gain and nothing to lose. 


CRETE GUERILLA CHIEF QUITS 
TO STOP GERMAN REPRISALS 


CAIRO, Nov. 8 (AP).—Cretan 
guerrilla leader Manoli Bandouvas 
has voluntarily quit his mountain 
stronghold to spare 
men from reprisals at the hands 
of the Germans. 

Arriving here after a two-year 
campaign against the invaders of 
his Greek island homeland, Ban- 
douvas said more than 1000 Crete 
men, women and children had been 
killed, the Province of Vianno laid 
waste and 10 villages burned by 
the Nazis in reprisal for the guer- 
rillas’ opposition. 

One of the exploits of the band 
led by Bandouvas, he said, was 
the annihilation of an entire Ger-

HAT Germany can be forced 
to capitulate by April 1, 1944, 
if British-American bomber of- 
fensives can be maintained on an 
impressive scale during the next 
five months is the opinion widely 
held in responsible circles here. 
An important feature in achiev- 
ing this goal would be the ability 
of American daylight precision 
bombing fleets to carry out some 
score of unescorted attacks on 
attacks on eight principal centers 
of German fighter plane produc- 
tion. It is calculated that Ger- 
many’s first line fighter strength 
could be reduced to fewer than 
1000. planes if such attacks were 
carried out with that same accu- 
racy which has already drawn ad- 
miration from the highest officers 
of the Royal Air Force. 


Aid by Russians. 

With British-American forces 
then attacking from the southeast, 
the south and the west, and with 
the Russians striking from the 
east, complete overall supremacy 
over the Luftwaffe would be ob- 
tained. 

An essential feature of this sus- 
tained air offensive would be that 
R. A. F. night bombers should 
maintain and intensify their on- 
slaughts against German industrial 
cities and communication centers. 
It ig known that these are having 
a profound adverse influence on 
German civilian morale. 

This may explain the latest in- 
tensive efforts of the German 
propaganda machine to persuade 
the German people that the Nazis 
will shortly wipe out London and 
other British cities with rocket 
guns and pilotless planes. 

While scientists here do not deny 
that it is possible to develop a 
ground-based rocket gun capable, 
as the Germans say, of launching 
a 60-ton projectile which would 
arrive at the end of a 150-mile 
journey with 10 tons of high ex- 
plosive, it is doubtful whether such 
@ weapon could have been evolved 
through all the essential experi- 
mental stages without fuller knowl- 
edge reaching the ears and eyes 
of European watchers. 


Desperation Stage. 


On the other hand, it is recog- 
nized that the Germans have now 
reached the desperate stage in the 
war where they must either pro- 
duce a devastating new weapon or 
pull off a great hoax to hold up 
their own morale and alarm the 
British into some hasty panic 
move, such as transfer of heir 
industries from the danger zone 
or premature invasion of the west- 
ern continental seaboard with a 
view to seizing or neutralizing 
emplacements from which a rocket 
could be launched. 

Since the Germans are always 
thorough, particularly when laying 
on a hoax, it would be an obvious 
part of sucha plan actually to en- 
gage a great number of workmen 
and have them dig holes in hills 
and reinforce them with great 
quantities of concrete to lend 
verisimilitude to their tales. 

British authorities cannot af- 
ford to neglect the possibility that 
German threats are real, but it is 
noteworthy that the Nazis are 
playing up the rocket bomb with 
heavy publicity, a thing they have 
never before done when producing 
a real new weapon,

A Banker’s Complaint 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In calling the attention of the public 
to his financial statement recently pub. 
lished in the local paper, our banker 
said: 


“Attention is invited to the foregoing 
statement which for the first time shows 
deposits of more than one million dol- 
lars. More deposits means more deposit 
insurance, more burglary, robbery and 
fidelity insurance, more postage and ex- 
press, more books and stationery, more 
machines, more bank personnel, more 
expense and higher expense. And don’t 
forget the taxes, for they are learning 
to fly. 

“Loans are less than a year ago, large- 
ly due to competition of Federal lending 
agencies, which pay no taxes, collect no 
checks, keep no change, sell no bonds, 
keep no papers, give no advice, perform 
none of the many services that banks 
perform free of charge. 


“With none of these expenses or taxes 
to pay, and their 120-million-dollar cap- 
ital furnished them free of interest by 
the Government, the head of these Fed- 
eral agencies recently admitted that 
these agencies lose the Government 40 
million dollars per year. That, we pre- 
sume, includes the cost of free Thanks- 
giving dinners they give their customers 
each year. We have not learned who 
furnishes the gasoline used in going to 
and from the dinners.

Missouri, Not Utopia 

Right now is just as good a time as any to go 
to bat against those theoreticiang in the Mis- 
souri Constitutional Conyention who want to con- 
fine the new Constituion to a set of organic prin- 
ciples, excluding all legislative matter. 

This, indeed; is the classic conception of what 
a constitution should be. It is as dazzlingly sim- 
ple and beautiful as a pure Grecian column sur- 
mounted by a chaste Doric capital. It is in the 
tradition of the United States Constitution, “the 
most remarkable work,” to quote Mr. Gladstone, 
“to have been produced by the human intellect 
at a single stroke.” 

We are living, however, not in Utopia, but in 
Missouri, and to scrap the present Constitution in 
its entirety for a declaration of fundamental prin- 
ciples would be to scrap also some of the most 
valuable reforms which have been won in bitter 
and prolonged struggle. : 

Is Missouri to lose, for example, its non-partisan 
court plan and the non-political control] of con- 
servation, placed in the Constitution by the dem- 
ocratic will, because of a professorial and academ- 
ic and textbook belief in constitutional classicism? 
Is it going to lose other reforms which stubborn 
or corrupt Legislatures refused to grant and which 
were placed in the Constitution by the votes of 
the people? ; ' 

It is very well to cite the Federal Constitution 
as a model of what a state constitution should be. 
It can be argued that, since 1787, it has been 
amended only 21 times, and that, therefore, the 
Founding Fathers produced the near-miracle of 
a document which has anticipated the needs of a 
century and a half. But this ignores the fact that 
the Federal Constitution has been amended, re- 
patterned, stretched and even distorted by judicial 
interpretation. We do not amend the Federal Con- 
stitution very often; but the courts hundreds of 
times have “re-interpreted” it. 

To attempt to fasten on Missouri a “model” con- 
stitution which ignores the history and practical 
politics is to move about in a dream world. 

Admittedly, it would be better if the State Leg- 
{fslature should function as it was intended to 
function, making it unnecessary for the people to 
go over its head, but it simply has not done so, 
It has in the. past been purchased by the rail- 
roads and other special interests and, for a time, 
it was in the back pocket of the Union Electric 
Co. Even the last Legislature, after the people 
tried the device of giving it higher pay and 
after so-called blue-ribbon slates had been se- 
lected, acted in much the same manner as its 
predecessors. Nor will this difficulty automatical- 
ly vanish if a one-house Legislature is created. 

Those who have fought year in and year out for 
vital reforms will not willingly sacrifice them 
just because the books say a constitution should 
contain only organic law. If. this view prevails 
in the Constitutional Convention, its work is very 
likely to be massacred at the polls by the same 
voters who wrote legislative reforms into the 
Constitution. 

This, we repeat, is Missouri, not Utopia.

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Time to Fight 


Chairman Davis’ letter to the President marks 
a crisis in the work of the WLB.

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Why. Stalin: Was Confident 

Ever since the beginning of Russia’s struggle 
against the Nazi invaders, Joseph Stalin’s speeches 
have breathed a firm confidence, even when for- 
eign military observers considered it baseless. “A 
grave danger hangs over our country,” he said 
on July 3, 1941, but he predicted that Hitler’s “in- 
vincible” armies would be smashed in Russia. 

Today finds the prediction fulfilled. Stalin’s 
latest speech is a definite announcement, that 
“victory is near now,” that the whole bloc 
is crumbling, that Hitler’s vassals: are - to 
get out of the war, that “the cause of 
Fascism is lost.” To back up these sta nts, 
the Soviet leader recites a long record of Red 
Army victories since last 
amazed the world. 

Why has Stalin, even in Russia’s darkest hour 
of retreats and losses, held unswervingly to con- 
fidence in ultimate victory? His latest address, 
in its tributes to the Red Army, the industrial 
workers, the peasants and other groups, offers 
But to get the full answer, one must 
go back to a Stalin speech of a dozen years ago. 

The Russian people at that time were straining 
hard under the burden of the first five-year plan. 
There were murmurs of complaint, suggestions 
for a breathing spell. On Feb. 4, 1931, Stalin said: 


It is sometimes asked whether it is not 
possible to slow down a bit in tempo, to re- 

tard the movement. No, comrades, this is 
impossible. On the contrary, it is necessary 
as far as possible to accelerate it. To slacken 
the tempo means to fall behind. And the 
backward are always beaten. But we do not 
want to be beaten. The history of old Rus- 
sia is the history of defeats due to back- 
wardness. 

Stalin then catalogued the many Russian de- 
feats, at the hands of “the Mongol Khans, the 
Turkish beys, the Swedish feudal barons, the 
Polish-Lithuanian squires, the Anglo-French cap- 
italists, the Japanese barons.” He wenton: — 

Do you want our Socialist fatherland to be 
beaten and to lose its independence? If you 
do not want this, you must put an end to 
this backwardness as speedily as possible. 

There are no other ways. .This is what Lenin 

said during the October Revolution: “Either 

death, or we must overtake and surpass the 
advanced capitalist countries.” We aré 60 to 

100 years behind the advanced countries. We 

must cover this distance in 10 years, Either 

we do this or they will crush us. 

Ten years brought Russia up to 1941, the year 
of the Nazi invasion. Stalin had foreseen the 
eventual attack, and he knew what was neces- 


sary for meeting it. Thanks to his far-sightedness, 


his vigorous leadership and the energy of the 


Russian people in preparing to defend their coun- 
try, StaHn’s confidence has been fully justified.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


' Your editorial, “Two Insurance Witness- 
es,’ will I am sure be a subject of renewed 
interest to you because of this comment. 


Quoting your editorial: “Such advocates 
of the bills as Representative Ploeser of St. 
Louis contend that subjecting insurance 
companies to Federal laws is a violation of 
states’ rights, and that state regulation is 
adequate.” To date, I have not made any 
such argument and you really should not 
assume that I have, 


The subject is an important one. I in- 
tend to discuss it here for the sake of a 
better understanding of my position. 


I have for years fought for the broaden- 
ing of coverage. I have for years fought 
for the lowering of rates. I have for years 
fought for the programs which would les- 
sen loss, improve security and better edu- 
cate the public in the policy coverages and 
in breakdown of the insurance dollar cost. 


Federal vs. State Control 


I believe progress can be made only by 
constantly liberalizing coverages and con- 
stantly reducing costs—-this progress is 
better accomplished by competition, 


In the business of insurance, the elément 
of financial security to the policyholder is 
of first importance. It follows, therefore, 
that certain elements of security must be 
protected by regulation. 


The question now arises—which shall 
regulate, the Federal Government or state 
governments? Fundamentally, that is the 
issue in the bills to exempt insurance com- 
panies from the anti-trust laws now before 
the Congress. , | 


After almost 22 years in the business of 
insurance in many states I am of the opin- 
ion that more progress, benefiting the pol- 
icy-holder, will accrue from state supervi- 
sion. State rights may well be a good 
argument, but it happens that I have not 
advanced it. I do not mean that I won't. I 
do mean that when I do, it will be the last 
of the various arguments which I do ad- 
vance, 


Prefers Local Supervision 


I do contend that competition is neces- 
sary to make progress. It may come in 
various forms. There is a necessary re- 
striction of competition called “regulation” 
in the business of insurance. Would you 
prefer 48 states competing in the develop- 
ment of sound and proper supervision of 
the insurance business, or one Federal] bu- 
reau making a single set of rules for the 
nation? Which would be the éasier to con- 
trol by predatory interest? Which would 
be the greater deterrent to progress? My 
experience in the business has taught me 
that the various states have among them- 
selves competed for “progress” for the in- 
terest of the public. I believe that a uni- 
form code among the states would result 
in stagnation. Federal supervision would 
have the same effect, 

The courts have held for 75 years that 
insurance may be regulated by the states. 
The public should be told this. The bills 
before the Congress merely re-express what 
Congress has expressed before and what the 
courts have repeatedly held. 


The argument advanced by some, that in 
the face of a case pending before the Su- 
preme Court the Congress should not act, 


is in my opinion specious, It could wel] be 


an excuse for an unsound but political posi- 
tion which would otherwise not be tenable. 


In the case of National Broadcasting Co. 
vs. United States, in an opinion written by 
Justice Frankfurter, the Court not only put 
the radio industry into a government strait- 
jacket but at the same time opened the way 
for the eventual strangulation of newspa- 
pers in America. It might have been well 
if the Congress had anticipated this deci- 
sion. Because the Court has a case pend- 
ing, the Congress should not fear expres- 
sion of intent. 


The administration has long sought con- 
trol and supervision over the insurance busi- 
ness—over all business, for that matter. If 
such control and supervision should be the 


-result of another “radio” decision, the de- 


struction of all state supervision might well 
spell chaos in the field of insurance with 
resulting ill effects to the policyholders. 


Federal supervision would destroy at least 
the state competition, with no guarantee or 
expectancy of a type of supervision which 
would be any better than the average, or 
the best, of the states. Federal supervi- 
sion would likely destroy the premium tax 
revenue which the states now enjoy as an 
important part of their income—Federal 
invasion or usurpation of a state revenue 
field would probably result, 


As to States’ Rights Issue 


Now for the argument of states’ rights. 
I needn’t make it-—the President and the 
two political parties in convention have 
made it specifically on the point of insur- 
ance. The following quotation is taken 
from a speech on states’ rights made by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1930 when he was 
Governor of New York: 

As a matter of fact and law, the gov- 
erning rights of the states are all of those 
which have not been surrendered to the 
national Government by the Constitution 
or its amendments. Wisely or unwisely, 

people know that under the eighteenth 
amendment Congress has been given the 
right to legislate on this particular sub- 
ject, but this is not the case in the matter 
of a great number of other vital problems 
of government, such as the conduct of 
public utilities, of banks, of insurance, 
of business, of agriculture, of education, 
of social welfare, and of a dozen other 
important features. In these, Washington 
must not be encouraged to interfere, 


In 1940 the Democratic platform said: 
“We favor strict supervision of all forms 
of the insurance business by the several 
states for the protection of policyholders 
and the public.” The Republican platform 
said: “We condemn the New Deal at- 
tempts to destroy the confidence of our 
people in private insurance institutions. We 
favor a continuance of regulation of in- 
surance by the several states.”

wo particularly engaging murder cases have 
been faithfully reported in the press of the 
past couple of weeks, in that mood of rever- 
enthusiasm with which editors greet the re- 
turn of an old, old 
friend. 

It takes a good 
deal of merit to in- 
sure much of a 
Page 1 run for a 
private tragedy at 
the moment. But 
the dark and ill- 
tempered doings 
among the titled 
gentry of Bermuda, 
along with the dis- 
tressing circum- 
stances surrounding 
the demise of a beautiful lady in New York City, 
have provided the most notable brace of homi- 
cides in recent years; and it is difficult to blame 
the newspapers for doing them the honor they 
deserve.

A GREAT MANY PEOPLE wonder, though, 
about the propriety of focusing an inordinate 
amount of attention on two deaths amid all the 
larger tragedy of the war. But it seems to us 
that the time to worry ought to come when an 
individual tragedy no longer has any meaning. 
Each hue and cry after a murderer is an indica- 
tion that society continues to regard human life 
as moderately important. It’s rather a healthy 
thing to remember during a war.

THE LESS INTROSPECTIVE murder fanciers 
don't trouble about proprieties. They read with 
unabashed interest of the fingerprint on the 
screen found near the body of Sir Harry Oakes, 
of the locked door and windows of the room 
where Mrs. Patricia Burton Lonergan was found 
siain. Here, they cry—with the unconsidered 
judgment of the amateur of crime—are two cases 
which might have been lifted bodily from detec- 
tive fiction. Some of them even repeat sdlemnly 
the old epigram about nature imitating art.

WE WOULD LIKE to file a harsh dissenting 
Opinion at this time and point out that neither 
the Oakes-de Marigny murder nor the Lonergan 
murder would do for fiction at all. They might, 
perhaps, serve as the first chapters of novels, but 
all patrons of the whodunits know that the first 
chapter is no more than a tedious business of 
aetting the scene and introducing the primary 
characters,

REAL LIFE DOES NOT construct its murders 
with sufficient cunning and workmanship. Once 
the basic situation is disclosed and the characters 
are introduced, the picture is far too static for 
the cultivated palate. Instead of unexpected 
movement, we have no more than an endless 
recounting of the original factors. 

Even the obvious clews are hopelessly out- 
dated in actual crime. Like as not, they point to 
the criminal, instead of implicating, one by one, 
the butler in the house next door; the stranger 
in bicycle clips who was seen burning a trolley 
transfer in a furtive manner; the village idiot; 
the victim’s brother (who was believed to have 
died in Pago-Pago in ’06); the president of the 
local Ladies’ Garden Club, and the detective’s 
best friend. 

* * * 

NO CONSCIENTIOUS AUTHOR, for example, 
has bothered much with fingerprints for 10 years; 
the vein was worked out long ago and, if prints 
are introduced nowadays, it is only for the pur- 
pose of proving they were forged and that the 
manly young cousin was implicated by criminal 
design. (He could have proved his innocence 
earlier, but didn’t want to compromise a lady 
by admitting that he was buying her a chocolate 
coke at the time.) 

We learned long ago not to look for much 
in the way of plot in real murders. At best, they 
provide a few characters and a setting. They 
have, of course, a fascination of their own when 
studied as factual cases, in the manner of Wil- 
liam Roughhead or the late Edmund Pearson. A 
large and enchanting literature has been built 
around them.

BUT NO ONE WITH a dainty taste in gore 
should confuse fictional and actual crimes. With 
very few exceptions (the Hall-Mills and Haupt- 
mann cases come to mind among them) the real 
life murder is a lamentably inartistic production.

Place the sausage in a cold un- 
greased skillet, cover and cook 
very slowly for 30 minutes until 
sausage has a brown crust and is 
thoroughly cooked through, Turn 
the sausage several times during 
cooking. Remove sausage, cover 
to keep hot. Pour off excess drip- 
pings, leaving one-fourth cup in the 
pan. Add the flour and ‘combine 
with the drippings, at the same 
time scraping the residue from 
the bottom of the pan. Add the 
milk gradually, stir constantly un- 
til gravy is smooth and thickened, 
season, add parsley. Cut sausage 
into serving pieces and pour the 
hot gravy over it. Four servings.

Penicillin 
Has Many 
Qualities

FE reaches the reader, the new 

germ-killing drug, penicillin, 
may be available for general use 
by anyone. Up to now only a few 
physicians have been allowed to 
employ it. I know one of the best 
physicians in California who had a 
patient appropriate for it, who 
made application for some and was 
told that there were over three 
thousand requests ahead of him 
and he would have to wait his 
turn. ) 

There has been a great demand 
for its use among the armed 
forces. But, as I say, it is hoped 
‘within a short time that there will 
be a plentiful supply and everyone 
who needs it can obtain it. 

The delay in putting it on gen- 
eral supply has been necessary 
and. well spent. A committee of 
experienced American physicians 
have been investigating its value, 
what cases it should be used in, 
the dosage, etc., for several months 
and their report is now available. 

Penicillin belongs to that new 
group of drugs which kill germs 
in the body. The difficulties in the 
way of doing this can be under- 
stood when it is explained that the 
drug must select the germ to kill 
and not harm the body cells in 
which the germ is growing.

MANY DRUGS have been tried 
for this without success, With the 
introduction of the sulfa drugs 
about five years ago, however, it 
was shown: that such a thing 
could happen. These are truly won- 
der-working agents, but they do 
not affect all germs. Tuberculosis, 
for example, they do not touch at 


One of the greatest values of 
penicillin is that it is effective in 
many cases that are resistant to 
sulfa drugs. 

Its greatest use has been among 
the infections from those coccic 
germs (staphylococci) that the 
sulfa drugs were never very effec- 
tive against. 

While it can be used in pneu- 
monia and meningitis successfully, 
it is probably better to use the 
sulfa drugs here since they have 
been so effective. 

In the treatment of infected 
compound fractures of certain 
kinds, penicillin works very well 
when applied directly to the 
wound, 


x * * 

A DISADVANTAGE is that it 
has to be given hypodermically or 
in the vein, or applied directly to 
the infection. It does not’ work 
when taken by mouth as do the 
sulfa drugs.. The dosage has now 
been worked out by this committee 
with great care, 

It does not seem to be as toxic 
as are the sulfa drugs at times. 
They occasionally cause a bad gen- 
eral reaction, but the comimittee 
which has been working on penicil- 
lin ig ‘very encouraging in their 
comments along this line. 

Undoubtedly now that we have 
proved that it can be done, we will 
have many different preparations 
of this sort. The whole group of 
virus diseases is resistant to any 
known chemical agent—and this 
includes; measles, mumps, small- 
pox, chickenpox, influenza and the 
common cold, We have a right to 
look for something effective 
against them, |

Answer: A piece of blotting 
paper soaked in formalin left in 
over night is usually effective, but 
the shoes should be well aired be- 
fore wearing again.
